Ontario ‘To, Enforce _ Provisions

The criminal code forbids disposi-

It is also an individual offence 
punishable by a $20 fine for anyone 
to buy, take or receive @ pao 


| ticket. 


The. exceptions are that items of 
goods, wares and merchandise may 
be raffled for charitable or religious 
purposes where the consent of the 


‘municipality is first obtained, the 


items Yaffied do not exceed in value 
$50 and are first offered for sale, and 
that occasional bingos may be held 
by charitable and religious organiza- 
tions if proceeds are to be used for a 
charitable or religious object.
